The Ohio Company was formed 
from this body and consisted of 
officers and soldiers of the Revo­ 
lutionary army. 
Many of these 
men held large claims against the 
government, the payment of which 
they could obtain only in land. 
Gen. Samuel Parsons was sent by 
this company to New York to se­ 
cure a tract of land from Con­ 
gress. He did not succeed and Dr. 
Cutter was appointed by the direc­ 
tors of the great company to ne­ 
gotiate for the proposed purchase. 
He reached New York in July, 
1787, and a t once began negotia­ 
tions. The intention of the Ohio 
Company was to purchase as much 
land as $1,000,000 in Continental 
Certificates would buy. Dr. C utter 
informed members 
of 
Congress 
that, if his offer 
was 
accepted, 
: they would in addition purchase 
some 4,000,000 more acres extend­ 
ing west and along the Ohio river. 
Coupled with the offer was the re­ 
quirement that a law be passed for 
the government of the territory. 
Certain principles were presented 
which the associates desired incor­ 
porated, without which they did 
not care to purchase. 
This act is 
knowrf as the Ordinance of 1787 
and became the fundamental law 
of the territory.

founder of Ohio, the real author of 
the Ordinance of 1787, -member of 
Congress from Massachusetts, cler­ 
gyman, merchant, teacher, scien­ 
tist, surveyor, employer and pa­ 
triot—one of the ablest and most 
I versatile characters in American 
j History.”

Connecticut executed a deed of 
cession to her claims reserving a 
tract of land lying along Lake 
Erie, known as the W estern Re­ 
serve.

A p ail of this re­ 
serve was known as Fire Sands 
and was used to reimburse some 
of her citizens who lost all their 
properties in towns burned by the 
British under the traitor, Benedict 
Arnold.

territory, 
but not at all. The British main­ 
tained several fortified strongholds 
in far western portions. 
These 
would be a menace to complete 
settlement if something was not 
done to drive them out. 
The man to do this Gen. George 
Rodgers Clark, a Virginian. 
He 
was with Dunmore’s army when it 
made its famous expedition to the 
Pickaway Plains in 1774. 
In 1778 
Clark, with a small force of sol­ 
diers, marched through Indiana 
and Illinois, capturing the forts at 
Kaskaskia, Cahokia and Vincennes 
in rapid succession and bringing 
them under American allegiance, 
and this checkmated the plans of 
the British to attack and destroy 
the American colonies from the 
rear. 
Clark saved to the Union 
the 
Northwest 
Territory and 
changed the destiny of the United 
States. 
Ohio Land Companies 
In 
Rutland, Mass., 
called the 
“Cradle of Ohio,” lived Gen. Rufus 
Putnam, 
in 
whose 
home, 
still 
standing was inaugurated the Ohio 
Company of Associates. On March 
I, 1786, Gen. Putnam and Benja­ 
min Tupper called a convention in 
Boston, at the “Bunch of Grapes” 
tavern, the object of which was to 
raise a fund of Continental Cer- 


sions. His previous salary had been 
$125 a year. 
The sale of advertising in the 
premium book for the show to ob­ 
tain additional funds was discussed 
but no definite action taken.

ALIENISM 


A CCORDING to a statement made by 
Senator Nye of North Dakota, the 
Senate has been seriously considering the 
problem of “organized groups in America 
flying the flags and wearing the uniforms 
of foreign countries. 
He might have 
added “drilling in the fashion of foreign 
armies”, to make the picture complete, 
but it was probably unnecessary. 
There 
can hardly be any question as to the 
identification of the groups referred to. 
It is, as the senator observes, “a deli­ 
cate matter to handle,” but he and many 
other lawmakers at Washington, and mil­ 
lions of people throughout the country, 
obviously think something should be done 
about it. 
The best way to solve the problem, of 
course, would be for the offending resi­ 
dents, whether citizens or aliens, to see 
themselves as others see them and stop 
the offensive practices. 


CONQUERING YELLOW FEVER 
PO R some time after discovery of the 
* 
cause and method of transmission of 
yellow fever, the only successful preven­ 
tive work consisted of avoiding the bite of 
the disease-carrying mosquito. Conditions 
favoring the disease were controlled as 
far as possible. 
Many of the breeding 
places of the mosquito were destroyed. 
During an epidemic care was taken to pre­ 
vent yellow fever patients from being 
bitten. 
Houses and rooms of victims were 
thoroughly disinfected and all mosquitoes 
found there killed. 
People in infected 
areas were taught to avoid mosquito bites, 
indoors or outdoors. 
A strict quarantine 
was enforced against ships from ports 
where yellow fever existed. 
All these measures were useful and 
accomplished 
remarkable 
results. 
Yet 
without successful preventive innoculation 
and serum treatment the war is not won. 
Now, Dr. Raymond B. Fosdick, presi­ 
dent of the Rockefeller Foundation, re­ 
ports the development of a new vaccine 
that 
has 
proved 
effective 
in 
South 
America. 
The vaccination of more than 
3,800 people in Brazil and 2,000 in Co­ 
lombia “gives every indication that effici­ 
ent protection of populations exposed to 
jungle yellow fever is in sight,” he says. 
The vaccination of persons previously 
innoculated with the living virus have 
seemed to promise great success, too. 
Over 99 per cent of the vaccinated persons 
showed full or partial immunity. 
Here is 
conquest worthy of human intelligence.

BANKS TO RELEASE LOANS 
117ASHINGTON— One of the big plans 
” being discussed behind the scenes for 
the extension of easier credit to business 
is the creation of regional government 
banks. 
This whole problem of loans to in­ 
dustry, particularly small business, is now 
being threshed out by a special committee 
headed by Secretary Morgenthau, includ­ 
ing also RFChairman Jesse Jones and 
SEChairman Bill Douglas. 
The regional bank plan is one of 
several ideas before them. 
The object is 
to create a system of special government 
banks for industry just as the Joint Stock 
Land Banks were created for agriculture. 
These regional banks would attempt to 
do for smaller industry what Jesse Jones 
and his Reconstruction Finance Corpora­ 
tion have so miserably failed to do.

CAREFUL INVESTORS 
A careful study of the credit situation 
of the country, made by New Deal econo­ 
mists, indicates that this is one of the 
factors retarding recession recovery. 
This 
study 
shows 
that 
there 
has 
developed a channelization of loans, or 
concentration of money in government 
bonds and gilt-edged securities, so that 
funds are not sufficiently available for 
ordinary business risks. 
This 
channelization 
of 
loans 
first 
started in 1917 with the Liberty Loan cam­ 
paign, when big investors began putting 
their money in government bonds and 
tax-exempt securities. 
This was the first 
time that the purchase of government 
bonds took place on any large scale in the 
entire history of the country. 
The ten­ 
dency lias continued ever since. 
Today there are three big types of 
investors. 
Here they are, together with 
the channels in which they invest: 
1. WEALTHY 
INDIVIDUALS 
have 
told their investment advisers to conserve 
what they have. 
They want to take no 
chances, even if they draw interest at only 
2 per cent, or no interest at all. 
Afraid 
of the future, they say they are w iling to 
live on their capital. 
This class puts its money largely in 
tax-exempt securities and triple-A bonds. 
They even keep large amounts of cash 
on hand. 
Only when they fear inflation 
do they buy stocks. 
2. THE BANKS have now concentrat­ 
ed most of their money in government 
securities rather than commercial loans. 
This is partly because of the requirements 
of the Federal Reserve Board and Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, partly be­ 
cause of uneasiness regarding the future. 
Result is that private industry can’t 
get large amounts of money from the 
banks. 
Only way money can be raised, 
therefore, is through a stock or bond 
issue, which can only be done by large 
firms. 
3. The INSURANCE COMPANIES put 
their money chiefly in U. S. securities, gilt- 
edge bonds, and mortgages. They are re­ 
stricted by the insurance laws which for­ 
bid speculative risks, and the result is that 
some of the larger companies have as 
much as $20,000,000 lying idle, drawing 
no interest. 
With insurance one of the chief means 
of saving today, this ties up a tremendous 
amount of money.

AN OBESE person is sick and 
when on a reducing diet is a pa­ 
tient. And as in every other form 
of treatm ent, the psychology of the 
patient must be considered. 
There must be a will to reduce 
and this must not be Just a super­ 
ficial piece of lip service. The peo­ 
ple who want to reduce but tempt 
so easy when a macaroon heaves 
in sight, do not get far. 
You must realize that tiler* are 
hardships associated with reducing 
and you must be prepared to face 
them. 
I know that the breakfasts 
do not sound very inviting and that 
you get hungry. 
But there Is no 
royal road to the goal. 
And the goal is very satisfying. 
There Is an enormous amount of 
comfort In being down to normal 
or near normal weight again. You 
look better, you feel better, your 
clothes don’t bind you any more. 
As soon as they begin to see re­ 
sults, the reducing patients are 
willing to go on, but at first the dis­ 
couragements are many. 
There is a mental state or neu­ 
rosis which has been described par­ 
ticularly In obese persons, called 
“anhedonia". 
It consists In a di­ 
minution, even to the point of dis­ 
appearance, of satisfaction normal­ 
ly obtained from life activities, and 
in a distortion of appetites and de­ 
sires. The obese person sees him­ 
self or herself as not very attrac­ 
tive to members of the opposite sex, 
and as cumbersome In going about 
the duties of life. Real enjoyment

of food disappears, but with it, par­ 
adoxically, 
the 
appetite 
is

Need for Social Security 
Account Number Stressed 


All employees, even those engaged in casual or tem porary em ploy­ 
ment, should have social security account num bers. 
, 
This advice w as given W ednesday by C. C. D arby, m anager 
of the Colum bus Social Security Board office. 
Mr. D arby said th a t 
it had been brought to his attention th a t m any em ployers, particularly 
in garages, hotels, and retail stores of all kinds, do not consider casual 
employees as being covered by the«p 
Social Security A ct. 
Some em ­ 
ployers have reported th a t m any 
of their tem porary employees do 
not have account num bers. 
E m ­ 
ployers should require employees 
who do not have account num bers 
to fill out form SS-5, application 
for Social Security account num ­ 
ber, a t the tim e of their em ploy­ 
ment. 
“Under the social Security A ct 
employers are required a t stated 
intervals to subm it reports to the 
United S tates Collector of Internal 
Revenue,” Mr. D arby said. 
“These reports m ust show the 
names of the persons from whose | 
wages deductions have been m ade 
for Social Security. 
They m ust 
also show the am ount of these 
wage deductions and the Social 
Security account num ber of each 


application for the person who is 
employed. 
“In cases where the employee 
has left the service of an em ployer, 
this is often difficult.” Mr. D arby 
added.

D elaw are, Union, Madison, Ross 
and H ocking counties. 
Persons 
residing in those counties should 
apply to the Columbus office of 
the Social Security Board in the 
New F ederal Building for their 
account num bers.
